21 WHEREAS, The Senator John A. Cade Funding Formulaand the Batimore
22 City Community College have not been fully funded since 2002; and

23 WHEREAS, Due to a combination of formula reductions and tremendous
24 enrollment growth, Maryland community colleges are receiving less funding per
25 student than they did 2 years ago; and

26 WHEREAS, Projections show that enrollment at community colleges will grow
27 sgnificantly over the next decade; and

28 WHEREAS, Community colleges are an important part of the economic activity
29 in this Sate; and

30 WHEREAS, Community colleges supply the largest share of new nurses and
31 other health professionals and have attempted to meet the increasing demand for
32 higher education for health care professionals, even astheir State funds have been
33 reduced in recent years, and

34 WHEREAS, Thereisasocia and economic benefit to ensuring that community
35 colleges remain affordable and accessible to residents of this State; now, therefore,
